Each recurring day brings addition- 


al proof of Mr. %Vll»on'B hostility to 
labor In all Its branches. Late last 
week, certain correspondence between 
Mr. Wilson, then Princeton Unlrer- 
slty .president, and Edward R. L*vor- 
ty, a member of the New York Trades 
Union, was made public, Mr, LaTorty, 
It seems, Inctutr.od It Mr. Wilson had 
been correctly reported In tho public, 
prlnlfl In attacking labor unions. Ro- 
plying, Mr. Wilson Bald, among other 
things, that what he safil against trat^o 
unions was said because ho wan able 
to clto cases In verlncntlon of hU 
statements. Alon^c this lino, ho made. 
tho assertion tbnt bricklayers work- 
Ing on jobs In New York spent about 
one-third of the working day sitting 
orouud smoking tholr pipes and chat* 
ting, and that they did thin because 
they had laid the number of bricks to 
which' thoy wore limited, for the day 
by tho union to which thoy belonged. 
Mr. Wilson concliirted with the state 
ment that he has enough evidence to 
sufficiently convince him of tho gen 
oral truth .of his allegation. 


Those fow examples are sufficient to 


prove that at heart Mr. Wilson ant! 
Mr. McCormlck boloqg In tho anme po- 


litical bed. Tho only difference la that 
Mr. McCormlck, who is managing Mr. 
Wilson's campaign, has not declared 
.'ils friendship for worltlngincn since 
ho ceased running for ofllce two yonra 
ago;- while Wilson, who la running 
for office. Is putting In many days nt 
proaent patting the worltlngman on 
the back.

Pennsylvania rctiltr.c that tho Repub- 
lican party has done more In the mat- 
ter of | constructive labor legislation 
than all the other parties combined. 
Thoy also know that the Republican 
candidate for president, Hon. Charles 
Evans Hughes, Is a genuine friond of 
labor and proved such while occupying 
the chair of Governor of New Yo:k. 
Since New York state wns created In 
1777, th'orc have been only Iti2 labor 
Inwa enacted during that long period 
of time. Of those 162 laws, fifty-six, 
or exactly ono-thlrd, went upon tho 
statute books during Governor Hughes' 
term of three years anil nine months.
